I.—The most 
alarming indication of the 
spread of 
disaffection 
in the army, 
extending 
even to regiments near the person of 
the emperor, was given in the arrest 
at Tsarskoe Scio during the day of a 
number of soldiers belonging to the 
Yellow Cuirrasscrs of the guard, the 
Hussars of the 
guard and the 
Life 
guard riflemen for presenting a series 
of petitions, including one against the 
use of troops for police purposes. 
The regiments iii question are those 
which have been specially selected by 
General Trepoff to guard the emperor 
and his family. 
They have been counted 
upon as 
being loyal to the last, ready even to 
be torn 
to pieces in defense 
of bis 
majesty, like the Swiss of Ixiuis XIV. 
Their arrest, however, 
although not 
for open 
sedition. shf>ws 
how 
the 
leaven of discontent is working, even 
within the precincts of the imperial 
park at Tsarskoe Scio. 
The 
incident gave 
rise to 
most 
alarming rumors in St. 
Petersburg, 
Including one to*the 
effect that the 
emperor actually had been attacked 
and 
that 
a grand duke 
had 
been 
wounded while defending him, but the 
Associated Press is assured by a mem­ 
ber 
of the 
imperial 
entourage 
at 
Tsarskoe Solo that this is absolutely 
untrue.

“ A conflagration broke out on the

but w a s a r r e s t e d later. 
‘ When the firing began a mining 
Vessel, which had on hoard 300 mines, 
fearing an explosion, was sunk by the 
commander. 
"Captain Slavotschinsky, command­ 
ing the Seventh naval corps, started 


for the mining ship hut was severely 
wounded while on the way.

"During the firing against the Otcha­ 
koff the field batteries bombarded the 
naval barracks, which replied.

The Otchakoff is floating but her in­ 
terior is gutted.

Admiral Chouknin Gives Details of the 


Fight. 
St. Petersburg, 
Dee. I.—The 
ad­ 
miralty 
announces that 
it has 
re­ 
ceived from General 
Kaulbars, gov­ 
ernor general of Odessa, the following 
telegram addressed to him by Vice 
Admiral 
Chouknin 
at 
Sebastopol, 
dated Nov. 29: 
"We wished to terminate the affair 
on Nov.28 by surrounding the mutinous 
division with troops and issuing an 
ultimatum for unconditional surrender. 
The mutineers, however, commenced 
to attack 
on the night of 
Nov. 27, 
seizing the torpedo boat Svirepoi and 
three others which had drawn near 
the cruiser Otchakoff. 
"All these vessels hoisted red flags, 
after which the Otchakoff flew the sig­ 
nal that Lieutenant 
Schmidt was iii 
command of the fleet. 
Then the lieu­ 
tenant, who was on hoard the Svirepoi, 
sailed along the squadron, his crews 
cheering, but the other vessels did not 
r.^.-qui to these cheers. 
"Lieutenant. Schmidt afterward pro­ 
ceeded to the port and released those 
who had been arrested under his or­ 
ders. 
"Armed detachments of mutineers 
continued to seize the small craft in 
the harbor which were not guarded 
I by troops. 
“Armed parties in sloops 
from the 
Otchakoff went to the Panteleimon, 
on whic h 
there were no 
arms, cap­ 
tured the officers and 
took them on 
board the Otchakoff. 
"We were 
compelled to 
tolerate 
such doings inasmuch as the fleet had 
been disarmed in view of the danger­ 
ous attitude of the sailors. 
"One after another the craft on the 
eastern shore 
of the southern 
bay 
Were seised by the mutineers and red 
Bags hoisted. 
"Tho plan which was first proposed 
Was abandoned and it was resolved to 
adopt energetic measures to prevent 
the situation from becoming worse. 
"The officers captured by the muti­ 
neers were taken cm board the Otcha­ 
koff In the belief that their presence 
on that vessel would prevent fire be­ 
ing opened on it. 
Lieutenant Schmidt 
Informed the assembled officers that 
he would hang them if the troops on 
shore took action. 


Fired Upon Mutinous Ships. 
"At 3:30 o’clock on the afternoon of 
Nov. 29 lire was opened 
by field ar­ 
tillery on the ships 
in the southern 
harbor flying red flags. 
These flags 
were* immediately lowered 
and Lieu­ 
tenant 
Schmidt signalled: 
'I have 
many captured officers.’ 
"The Otc hakoff then opened fire, to 
Which the north shore battery and the 
loyal shills whose breech blocks had 
been restored replied. 
The Svirepoi 
advanced to the attack, but was met 
with a strong fire from two cruisers, 
the Captain backen and the Pamyat 
Merkuriya and from 
the battleship 
Rostislav. 
"The Bvitepol was immediately put 
out of action, as were also two other 
torpedo boats, one of which sank. 
"The Otchakoff had fired barely six 
Ihots when she hoisted the white flag 
\nd the squadron ceased, to flre^ 


Officials

feat of Mutineers. 
St. Petersburg, Dec. I.—The official 
dispatches 
announcing the 
decisive j 
crushing of the great mutiny at Sebas j 
topol and the capture of all the muti­ 
neers, including 
the fanatical 
com­ 
mander, 
lieutenant 
Schmidt, 
has 
raised a grout load from the hearts of 
Count Witte and his associates in the 
govei nment. 
At 
a protracted 
cabinet 
council 
during the' day, long and serious con­ 
sideration was given to an even graver 
problem, 
the general 
strike 
of the 
telegraph and postal employes, which 
lias completely paralyzed the interior 
communication 
of the 
empire, 
and 
which, if continued, will mean noth­ 
ing else than the economic and indus­ 
trial death of Russia. 
Rumors were flying thick and fast 
late at night that Count Witte had de­ 
cided to sacrifice M. Durnovo, the act­ 
ing minister of the interior, whose ac­ 
tion in discharging the leaders of the 
employes brought on the strike. 
It is 
believed, however, that M. Durnovo 
will be given 
a final opportunity to 
rectify his error.

portunity to spread reports that the 
mutineers had been 
completely vic­ 
torious. They worked especially among 
the troops. 
A panic spread on the bourse and 
government bonds dropped heavily. 
The government finally recognized 
that It was a tactical mistake to hold 
up the news, but the official announce­ 
ment of its victory at Sebastopol came 
too late to undo a great deal of harm. 
The dispatches 
show that 
the re­ 
sistance of the mutineers when they 
were convinced that the government 
meant business and could count on the 
active support of the 
troops in the 
forts, 
was 
faint-hearted. 
As 
the 
Outchakoff fired 
only half 
a dozen 
shots before hauling down its flag the 
damage to the city of Sebastopol may 
be far less than has been expected.

"When the day broke we realized 
that our position was desperate in the

than 200 yards from the shore. 
The 
suffering of the crew during the night 
had been terrible. 
"We at once fastened 
a rope to a 
plank, 
hoping 
that 
it would 
drift 
ashore. 
In the fnry of the storm we 
could dimly see som e figures on the 
beach watching. 
Some of the fisher 
men understanding 
what 
we would 
naturally 
try to 
do, fastened 
lines 
around their bodies and waded breast 
deep in the surf to find the plank or 
the line while their comrades held the 
rope and drew them back when they 
lost their feet In the waves. 


Rescue of the Mariners.

No engagement of the rivii war was 
carried on with more heroism and en­ 
durance than that f night by tile For­ 
ty-ninth United States colored troops 
after hostilities were over. The Maga­ 
zine of American History contains an 
account of the tussle iii which Hie

soldiers 
bore 
themselves 
so 
bravely. The steamer Merrimac, load­ 
ed with cotton, left New Orleans for 
New York carrying besides ber reg­ 
ular passengers, thirty officers and OOO 
colored privates. 
For several days all went well. Then 
tin? vessel sprung aleak, fires were 
dampened aud the alarm spread. 
It 
was found that the Iron supply pipe 
through which the water for the con­ 
denser was taken from the sea was 
broken, and the place of leakage could 
not be reached. The passengers were 
panic stricken. One small, fat German 
went alto ut wringing Ids hands and 
crying: 
“At h, we are at the bottom of the 
sea! lf we ge ts pack to New Orleans 
will (ley git’ me pack my monish?” 
The water gained fast. 
The only 
hope lay in keeping afloat until a ves­ 
sel could 
be sight ini. 
Tho colored 
troops were pressed into service aud 
proved themselves the heroes of the 
occasion. A line of men was establish­ 
ed from the hold to the deck, aud buck­ 
ets wert* passed as rapidly as hands 
could move. 
On deck another line 
stepped back and forth 
with 
well 
trained military tread. The work be­ 
low was most exhausting. The men at 
the b »ttom could not bold their posi­ 
tion more than three minutes at a 
time. 
They were blinded aud half 
strangled by tilt* swashing sea water 
and bruised by the lumps of coal 
which dashed about. 
But no one faltered, and high above 
the noise rose Ila* clear, sweet voices 
of the workers, now singing an army 
song. now a cheery negro melody. The 
music brought new hope to the hearts 
of the passengers.

Two days passed, aud the drinking 
water gave out. Then they could no 
longer sing. and their parched throats 
wt*re eased only by a scanty supply 
of oranges aud lemons, hut still they 
worked. On the third day the lights of 
a steamer were seen only half a mile 
av, ny. 
Rockets were sent up, and ( 
with great dilficuity, on account of j 
her wet ammunition, a gun was fired, j 
To the dismay of all, the steamer pass­ 
ed on. Quickly the soldiers formed a 
lim* once more, and the wearisome la­ 
bor began again. 
After sixty-five hours of bucket pass­ 
ing a steamer was sighted which re­ 
sponded to the call for help, and the 
waterlogged Merrimac was towed into 
harbor. 
The men who bad sung so cheerily in 
the midst of hard labor and In the face 
of death were thoroughly exhausted, 
but they had not lost their light heart­ 
ed g a y e ty . _____________ 


W h a t One Day** H u n t i n g B r o u i l i t t o 
n Bro od of l'i«-d 
YVuKtuilft. 
A close student of bird life writes: 
“Observation of several species of in­ 
sectivorous birds has shown that the 
parent birds will, when their family is 
growing up, make between them in the 
neighborhood of 50V visits to the nest 
in the course of a day, carrying on 
each occasion a whole beak load of 
gnats or spillers or larvae. For tile 
birds which feed on gnats or other 
small life generally take to their youn­ 
gest not single Insects, but a whole 
collection at a time. On one occasion 
I spent an bour in taking the record 
of a pied wagtail which had its brood 
of newly fledged young ones in an old 
disused punt that hail settled down at 
its moorings into the mud at the side 
of the pond. During the hour tin* male 
bird alone was looking after Tie fami­ 
ly the female amused herself by run 
Bing about oil the bank catching in­ 
sects for her own consumption aud 
varying the occupation with long spells 
of attention to lier toilet. Tile male 
bird, on the other hand, never rested 
for one minute from his w ork of bread­ 
winning. As his hunting ground was 
the open surface of the pond, above 
which he flitted, he was never out of 
my sight. 
“ In Hie course of the hour lie made 
twenty-eight trips, the shortest absence 
from the young lasting one and a half 
minutes and the longest nearly six 
minutes. On no occasion did he remain 
at the punt for more than Af teen sec­ 
onds or just long enough to turn over 
tile food collected on the last trip to 
the proper youngster and he oil again. 
Myriads of gnats were dancing above 
the water, and at each dip tin* bird 
struck at one, blit one could not see 
whether lie always caught his quarry 
or not. As far as it was possible to 
guess he always did. On his shortest 
absence la* made over forty shots, and 
from that the number ran up to con­ 
siderably over ‘JIH!. 
“Supposing that lie missed bls nim 
half the time or afterward dropped or 
swallowed tin* insects, so that half of 
them were wasted and failed to reach 
the family at home, there must have 
been from 1,500 to J,OOO guats brought 
back to the punt in the course of that 
one hour. Later in the day both parent 
birds were hawking simultaneously, 
each returning methodically to the 
young every two or three minutes. 
What the gross consumption of insects 
was iii the course of the day it is im­ 
possible to guess, but it can hardly 
have been less than IO,(HK) or 15,000 
and was probably twice as many.”

E agle feathers are much used In the 
ceremonials of the Pueblo Indians, and 
In order to m ake sure of a supply the 
Zuni keep die birds In cages, plucking 
a few feathers whenever they happen 
to w ant them. On the other hand, the 
Mokl have eagles* nests located at v a ­ 
rious spots within thirty or forty miles 
o f their towns, which are considered 
the property of different clans am ong 
them. 
The eagle lays its eggs in die 
same nest year after year, and the 
clans 
Inherit rights to certain nests 
from generation to generaUon. 
The eagles are not killed, b u t the 
new 
fledged young ones are taken 
from the nest— that is to say, all but 
one or two, which must be left. 
To 
remind the eagle god to encourage tho 
laying of more eggs by the birds an 
egg 
carved 
out of 
wood 
Is placed 
where the divinity will be sure to see 
It; also, after being plucked, the ea­ 
glets are carefully burled in a certain 
cleft in the rocks, which is the eagle 
cemetery. 
Here the eagles have been 
Interred for centuries, and the place is 
very sacred. 
The Pueblo Indians have a tradition 
of die flood, and they say that the tur­ 
key is marked In commemoration of 
that event, Its tall being black at the 
end where it w as dragged through the 
mud 
after the 
water had subsided. 
The duck is another sacred bird, be­ 
ing associated with water. 
From the 
Pueblo point of view , anything that is 
related to the all precious w ater in any 
w a y is an object of worship. Their re­ 
ligion is made up to a great extent of 
aquatic divinities and might be called 
a species of w ater worship.

low Grand Rapids. The plan is to clear 
the river of “snags” and “sweepers" 
down to Brainerd. The snag boat crew 
is now working somewhere near the 
boundary line between Aitkin and Crow 
Wing counties, and if tin* water had not 
been so high during July and August 
tin' boat would now bo below the bridge 
near Lake postoffice.
